A GREAT NOVELIST. 
Mr. JOHN GALSWORTHY.,

eagerly to representations of the 
plays of Tehekov and ‘Pirandello. 
He hag not changed his methods 
drastically since, but his increased 
command of dramatic technique 
has enabled him to’ conquer the 
popular theatre and such plays as 
“The Skin Game” and “Loyalties” 
have run for hundreds of nights f1 
the West End of Lindon, ate 

‘In his plays it is Galaworthy’s 
practice to place a situation or 
condition of affairs before his 
audience without’ attempting a 
solution of the problem: “Justice,” 
for instance, is directed against 
prison conditions, and especially 
against solitary confinement, and 
the fairness with which the prison 
oficers‘are portrayed is typical of 
the dramatist's method.’ “Strife” 
shows the: terriblé results of a 
strike and “The Silver Box” gives 
a haunting picture of the effect of 
a firat theft upon a very poor 


No Over Empliasis, 

The treatment of all threes pro- 
blems is carried through on the 
same lines.

temperament on circumstance, 
within ‘the enclosing atmosphere 
of an idea,” : 7 

Austere Dramatic Writing. 

- He is convinced of the neces- 
sity of austere dramatic writing. 
One docs not look for brilliant 
epigrains: ‘jn his work. "One is 


‘perpetually conscious of the‘ au- 


thor's purpose, his determination 
to further the progress of his 
story with every word that his 
characters speak. Latterly his 
sense of theatrical. requirements 
has occasionally induced him to 
forget this fine integrity of. pur-

and in all the novels that have 
succeeded it. He represents the 
vigid narrow minded property 
owning’ Englishman just as Irene 
and Bosinney are the leaders of 
the forces opposed to this purticu- 
lar form of convention, 

A Rapidly Changing England. 

“The, Forsyte Saga,” “The Coun- 
try House” and other Galsworthy 
novels have been compared to the 
work of Anthony Trollope, but it 
seems to me that there Ig dittle rea- 
zon for such a comparison, One 
never feels that Galaworthy pos- 
seases the intimate knowledge of 
his family that Trollopa reveals 
in hjx histories of the Barsetshire 
country, Nor is. Galsworthy able 
to put forward characters able to 
rival Mra, Proudie or the Archdea- 
con, fo’ name only two of many. 
Galsworthy's achievement lies in 
the picture he has given ua of one 
phase of a rapidly changing Eng- 
Jand, and one ‘has -the feeling that 
the author is notigo happy in writ- 
ing of contemporary mattera.as ‘he 


“was when he wrote the mignificent 


‘chapter.on the funeral of Queen 
Victoria, which -appeared in the 
third part of “In Chancery.” 
Charity, sympathy for the uh- 
happy and destitute, wistful 
regret for the things that are past, 
all these show Mr, Galsworthy at 
that he has also 
opportunity for the exercise of his 
‘peculiar. frony. Mr. Galaworthy 
always writes charmingly. about 
youth and seems to have as much 
sympathy and ‘understanding for 
the troublea of the young as hia 
own “Pigeon” had, He js able to 
express. his sense of beauty’ when 
he Is writing about youth and love 
and he is alwaya remarkably sus- 
ceptible to atmosphere. He has o 
sensitive.mind and he shows this 


often enough in his descriptions’
